With all the tax reform talk going on in 
Washington— and probably some changes 
coming about sooner or later— it would be a 
shame if the Industrial Revenue Bond (IRB) 
program is tampered with or done away with 
altogether.. 

- A number of snort-sighted politicians and a 

goodly number of bureaucrats charged with 

the responsibility of extracting money from 

the tax. paying public, view IRB's with 

suspicion and trepidation because income 

from the purchase of the bonds comes to the 

owners tax free. The Washington mentality 

views anything tax free as a loss of revenue 

and a loophole to be plugged. The other side 

of the coin is that IRB's have been one of the 

greatest instruments for stimulating local 

economies that have come along. 

* v. Si, 

The law gives municipalities power to 
issue bonds in the name of an entity, 
typically a local business, that is' obligated 
for the repayment The bonds are attractive 
to companies in need of funds because of low 
interest rates. They are attractive to pur- 
chasers because of the tax free provision. 
The whole idea is to provide a mechanism to 
stimulate the economy. 

In our locality, IRB's have worked ad- 
■ mlrably welL We ■ are not -aware ■ of. any 
abuses, whicb is the main reason why critics 
want to see them eliminated. 
—Taking-notes - of -efforts- to - discontinue 
IRB's, Mundeiein Mayor Colin McRae' spoke 
out impassionately that his community 
would not be a major employment center 
today if it were not for its ability to issue IR- 



Bs and thereby attract new industry. Mun- 
deiein officials feel that 2,000 of the com- 
munity's 6,000 full-time jobs are the direct 
result of issuance of the low interest bonds to 
new or expanding industries. Mundeiein 
council men have approved . 10 , IRB 
programs tied to IRB's. They have rejected 
the opportunity to issue IRB's and add a 
small amount of income to the village coffers 
because they would not have created any 
local jobs. t -.----- -■ 

At a meeting earlier this month; Wauconda 
officials voted approval of- three IRB. 
programs totalling nearly $3 million, $800,000 
for an electronics firm and $1 million for. a 
bronze and brass manufacturing concern, • 
both of which will relocate to Wauconda, and 
$900,000 for Stack-On Products Co. that is ex- 
panding. 

In Grays lake, a vacant plant is going to be 
occupied and 115 jobs created because a 
prospective industry was able to arrange 
$2,500,000 in financing through the medium of 
Industrial Revenue Bonds authorized by the 
village board. . 

From our point of view, IRB's are working 
to perfection creating new jobs, broadening 
the tax base, improving the local economy 
and helping companies get established or ex- 
pand. The tax residuals of this IRB induced 
' growth have to be staggering. Can't the 
moguls in Washington understand? Looking 
— at-it- another-way ■,- the- companies -and-enK 

ployees all pay income tax— and a lot of other 

taxes. Uncle Sam isn't getting cheated. 

The IRB progam should be permitted to 
stand.

Of tedahl, owner and operator of Frostee 
Foam Co., one. of Antioch's longtime in- 
dustries, isn't through yeL His next project 
will be to develop a 10 acre parcel for small 
manufacturing concerns. 

Industrial development rarely is a over* 
night process. Of tedahl said he owned the 
Great , Midwestern site and the adjacent 
acreage 17 years before having the "spec" 
building built sue months ago. Things are 
moving at a brisk pace now and the outlook Is 
encouraging. 



Drunks On J"he Run 
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Let's face it, the courts have been soft oh 
drunk driving offenders. And the courts have 
been soft because society in the past hasn't 
seen fit to support hardline dealing with in- 
toxicated drivers. Times have changed, 
though. 

Latest statistics released by Sec. of State 
Jim Edgar show that Lake County scored 
well in Dili prosecutions for the years 1981 
through 1984. DUI convictions for the period 
showed an increase of 373 percent, the 
highest in the metropolitan area. Is there 
more drinking? Could be, but the increase 
more likely is due to a combination of factors 
including more intensive police surveillance, 
aggressive prosecution, increasing "har- 
dlining" in the courts— and pudilc support of 
the "get tough' ' approach. 



With State's Atty. Fred Foreman pushing 
for convictions, Lake. County also has in- 
creased its convictions as compared to the 
percent of total drunk driving dispositions, 
posting 28 percent last year, the same as the 
statewide average. What Foreman has read 
in this statistic is a need to concentrate on 
reduction of repeat offenders. 

To his credit, Foreman astutely recognizes 
that the best politics is a good conviction 
rate. The ambitious young prosecutor has 
been calling for simplification of the process 
for suspending drunk drivers who refuse to 
take implied consent tests. 

The statistics offer encouragement that 
something is being done to get drunks off our 
highways. That's good, but there's still a lot 
of work to be done. —

We don't realire . the danger of the effect of- 
the combination of all the various uses of 
pesticide prisons. Diazinon was used to kill 
carpenter ants for over four years in the 
modern office building where I worked, the 
kind where all of the windows are sealed. 
Simultaneously, my neighbors were having 
their lawns serviced by Chemlawn, et al, for 
over three years. The city had mosquito con- 
trol programs, spraying ten to fourteen 
times a year and weed control for the lake 
and used herbicides. Also some of the 
residents used herbicides for weed killing at 
their private beaches. Gardeners were 
killing bugs on vegetables and flowers, 

etc..... • ; ■ 

. Four years ago symptoms appeared, unex- 
plainably: Fatigue, listlessness, insomnia, . 
-loss ofappetlte, chronic cough, shortness of 
breath, etc. Diagnosis, environmental 
illness. It wasn't until a year ago when a 
neighbor had the lawn care service and I lost 
consciousness for over six hours, I knew it 
was pesticide poisoning.- 

My neighbors would not stop the lawn care 
service, the companies would n ot stop ser- 
vicing my neighborhood. The city did stop all 
pesticide applications and are to be com- 



mended. The trustees are the heroes, having 
the intelligence and fortitude to do so. The 
welfare of the residents is entrusted to the 
right people and I'm so proud of the trustees. 
But, their efforts were not enough. With each 
application of the lawn care service, my sen- 
sitivities to all chemicals Increased. Within 
two months 1 could not leave my house, walk 
in the yard, go to church, movies, shopping, 
restaurants, or the doctor without reacting to 
everything. There was nothing else to do but 
go to a part of the U.S. which Is chemically 
free if I want to live. 

This was a drastic decision. It meant 
leaving my children, my home, family. Men? 
ds and all that is dear to me. I tried to go 
back for a visit and became so ill that I had to 
leave immediately, only visiting my children 
for three hours. There are thousands of 
people with this same problem and the num- 
bers are increasing at an alarming rate. The 
pesticide poisoning has. to stop. Even in a 
chemically free area I'll never fully recover 
as my lungs are severely and permanently 
scarred. ■ .

I know. In Houston, over this past . 
Memorial Day weekend,: my,' brother was 
killed by a driver -^ a driver, who was 
charged with : involuntary manslaughter 
after tests showed his blood alcohol was oyer 
the legal limit. Waves of sickness, horror, 
disbelief and a. host: of insecurities.scalded 
the core of my being. I also felt barbaric 
hates, the likea of. which no civilized human 
being should ever feel. The rest cannot be 
described because it is shrouded in a sense- 
killing numbness. Perhaps it is the only way 
for one^s sanity to survive. 

Letting drunks get back into their cars to 
. drive again is bad business. It is as evil as the. 
act of killing itself. Yet we do it again and -j 
again and again; 

In this particular case the alleged drunk 
was fleeing the scene of an accident.

The ever-popular sparkler, where the wood 
stick does not exceed 36 inches in length and 
one-fourth inch in diameter, and which does 
not contain .._ chlorate, percholrate pr 
magnesium, is O.K.. 

Also on the legal-sell list are: champagne 
parry poppersfdesigned to spray out paper 
streamers or; .'confetti,. also. containing less 
than one-fourth grain of explosive mixture) ; 
Whistling items that do not exceed three 
grams in weight and have no second effect 
besides the noise effect and do not explode; 
smoke devices that have no external flame 
and do not leave the ground; cylindrical 



iountains, not exceeding 100 grams in weight 
and the inside tube diameter does not exceed 
three-fourths of an inch, hot designed to stay 
on the ground and emit only sparks and 
smoke. 
Cone fountains that do not exceed 75 grams 
T4n weight, with no secondary effects, and 
designed to sit on the ground and emit only 
smoke and sparks can also be sold to any 
buyer. - . 

Most municipalities have professional 
fireworks displays. Law enforcement agen- 
cies suggest those demonstrations are the 
best place to fete a booming Fourth. 

In closing, the sheriffs department asks 
parents to "try to keep an eye on our children 
in respect to fireworks. God knows we do not 
want them hurt or burned, either tem- 
porarily or permanently." \ 
. Kenosha County Sherrif Fred Ekornaas 

said that in both Kenosha and Lake County, 
possession of anything that leaves the 
ground, explodes, or has ail exposed. flame 
other than a fuse and has no secondary use 
but for simple "bang-up" entertainment, is 
illegal, . e *. ■ 

A strange twist in the Wisconsin law 





provides that wholesalers can sell fireworks 
to people from other states but the fireworks 
then have to be shipped to the purchaser by 
common carrier* UP, Federal Express 
etc.). 

The catch here is that if the purchaser is 
from Illinois, they- can be arrested after 
receiving the shipment of the fireworks. 
,. So if law enforcement agencies have prior 
knowledge that such a shipment is taking 
place, a legal search warrant can. be ob- 
' tained and the owner of a house or 
where the fireworks are found can- be 
arrested. 

One of those booths, owned by Robert Hess 
of Trevor, is at the intersection of Hwy. 50 
and 1-94 in Bristol. 

, Hess claims that all the people to whom he 
ships fireworks jtre warned to follow the 
directions enclosed very carefully as a safety 
precaution.

parently, Lake County Board Chairman Jim 
.LaBelle of Zion has disregarded this rule of 
practical politics during his stewardship of 
county government. In the process, LaBelle 
has alienated some of his County Board 
supporters: His indecisive leadership may 
jeopardize his iTOlectiOn^rospects forltne 
chairmanshipjjextyear. . 
-Last December, "LaBelle defeated then 
incumbent Glenn Miller of Long Grove for

For 26 ballots, the county chairman's race- 
was deadlocked. Republicans Miller, Geary 
and LaBelle competed for the office.

LaBelle's four supporters united with 
Geary's four Republicans and Balen's five! 
Democrats to elect the Zion Rep. to the 
chairmanship., ~, '-■ '..-.'•'■ 

Dist. 6 Rep. Miller's seven people com- 
bined with Dist. 5 Rep. Bob Depke' s four 
loyalists to generate 11 Republican votes for 
the chairman's aborted reelection bid. 
Depke supported then Chairman Miller's 
candidacy because he was seeking reelection 
as..Warren Twp. Supervisor. Depke faced 
strong opposition in the 1965 township 
~ elections, and he decided hot to run for the 
County Board Chairmanship last . year. In 
1982, Miller had been reelected chairman, 
defeating Depke on the 80th ballot. 

Last December, seven Republicans, along 
with LaBelle himself, supported his election,-

Chairman LaBelle's election has polarized 
the membership. The 24 County Board 
members also serve . as forest preserve 
commissioners. The Lake County Board 
resembles the Chicago City Council wars. In 
"the^Windy City," it is Mayor . Harold 
Washington versus Aid. Ed Vrydoliak's City 
Council -majority. In Lake County, the 
LaBelle group dominates the County Board 

: while the Miller faction controls the forest 

5 preserve district. 

Dist: l Rep. Don Stranger of Lake Forest is 
the chairman of the Forest Preserve Dist. 
Stronger is a close political associate of 
former County Board chairman Glenn 
Miller. Dist .4 Rep. Geary has been leading 
the fight to add Brae Loch to the county's 
forest preserve system. Brae Loch is the 158- 
acre golf course/vacant land parcel located 
between the College of Lake County and the 
Lake County Fairgrounds. 

\ However, Geary's political adversaries 
dominate the forest preserve district. Miller 
despises Geary because he believes that the 
Grayslake Rep. cost him the county board 
chairmanship. Geary's support was crucial 
to LaBelle's election. Depke of Warren Twp.' 
is Geary's principal nemesis on the County 

JBpard._Thefiery.Depke and the competitive- 
Geary are like scorpions in a' bottle. Norm 
Geary characterizes Depke as. an un- 
principled politician. Bob Depke refers to 
Geary; in terms prefaced by certain ad- 
jectives concerning his ancestry, and as an 
unreconstructed hypocrit. 

Thus, it was not unexpected when Strenger 
vetoed the purchase of the Brae Loch golf 
course which had been approved at a special ; 
meeting of forest preserve Commissioners. It 
was the TinstUme in the 27-ycar-hlstory of the . 
district that a vote of the commissioner was 
vetoed by the president. The Brae Loch 
acquisition remains an unresolved issue.

The chairman is empowered to appoint a 
new member to fill a vacancy subject to the 
confirmation of the entire County Board.

Instead, LaBelle appointed Grayslake 
banker Eugene Martin, of Libertyville. What 
were LaBelle's possible motivations behind 
Martin's appointment? First. LaBelle has 
been perceived as a political tool of Geary 
and Amendola by some County Board 
members. Both Geary and Amendola were 
LaBelle's principal ■ supporters for the 
County Board chairmanship. Geary strongly 
-recommended Graham's appointment to the ' 
County Board over Martin. By appointing . 
Martin,_. LaBelle- demonstrated -his, in- 
dependence from Geary. , 

Second, LaBelle has been criticized by 
staunch Republicans for accepting the 

- support of the five Democrats in order to win 
the election for the chairmanship.
